Lonpon, Nov. 3 —The conviction of Dr, 
Blade has in no way shaken the faith cf those 
who had belloved in him, nor has It at all dla 
concerted those who believe in Spiritualiam, 
bat who also know that many mediums resort 
to trickery when the eptrits ara slowto adt, or 
when “tho conditions aro unfavorable.” The 
latter say that sometimes Blade did cecelve 
genuine messages from the unseen world, but 
that he ts too fond of ghineds, and that be did 
not hesitate to eka out these messages, when 
necessary, by msnipulations of his ọwm. The 
decision of the magistrate Is not at all in con- 
flict with this view of tha capo. He did not de-

The lectures of MN. Cora L. V. Richmond, 


at Grow Opera Hall, 617 West Madison Bl., 


continue to attract large audiences, who are 
| enthusiastic in their sdmiration of her inspired 
utterances. Ata late lecture she was controll- 
ed by a pupil of Buddha. The simple an- 
nouncemont that ahe was to lecture undor the 
control of an eminent personage who lived 
several] hundred years before the birth of 
Obrist, was cufficient to crowd the Xall with 
eager listeners, Had this pupil given the life 
incidents connected with the history of his 
inspired teacher, traced ‘minutely the various 
reforms that he insugurated, and made plain 
the many obscure events of the past, in con- 
nection with early religious development, he 
would have presented more valuable Informa- 
tion than he did, and settled many points now 
in doubt. 

Tt is, Indeed, gratifying to know that these. 
ancient spirits congregate at Grow'a hall, and 
present thelr own thoughts and experiences 
to those present. The history of Buddha, the 
teacher of this pupll who Inspired Mrs. Rich- 
mond on the occasion referred to, ls not alto- 
gether clear. It appears, however, from the 
best authority that Buddha passed to Bpirit- 
life about 648 B. O., having during avent- 
ful career on earth dono much to alleviate the 
misery of mankind, {zatilling Into their 
mind the noblest of precepts, and setting them 
an example worthy of being imitated. Tho 
Buddhisu of Asis, evpr enthusiastic in their 
religious views, consider Buddha a savior su- 
perior in i to Jesus—more humble 
in his ee and habits, at times the com · 
panton of beggars that bo might thereby de- 

stroy caste, which had constructed an almost 
3 barrier between oertain classes of 
people. 

Buddhists will tell you that Obrist was am- 
bien; that though a simplo carpenter he had 
in view (Jewish authority) the project of en- 
throning himself as king, whereas Buddha, the 
son of a king, born in purple, surrounded with 
all the magnificence of an oriental court, and 
the recipion$ of all the pleasures money could 
purchase, boldly stepped forth among the com- 
mon people, became aa one of them, realigning 
not only the pomp, splendor and luxuries of 
kingly life, but also hia beautiful and gocom- 
plished wife, and bis only son to whom he 
was greatly attached, that ho might be free to 
assist In banishing castes, and to promulgate 
a high toned morality and philosophy, which 
to-day has devotees in southern portions of 
Biberis, in China, Corea, Japanese Islands, 
Cambodia, Blrmah, and the North · western and 
Central portion of Hindostan, and other coun- 
tries, numbering nearly one-third of tho bu- 
man race, Although the fohowers of Baddha 
are s0 numerous, Chins, Oeylon, Biam and 
Birmab, alone containing millions, yet thoy 
are ao actuated with the divine spirit—zo over- 
shadowed’ with grand teachings of thelr mas. 
ter, they never resort to petty persecutions like 
Qatholics and Protestants, in order to make 
adborenta to their faith, 

The teachers of the religion of Budd, tem- 
perate In all thelr habits and animated with a 
desire to ameliorate the condition of humanity, 
over sock through humility, fasting and pray- 
ef to subjagate the animal passions and in- 
stinots, that the higher attributes of the soul 
may scintillate with greater brightness, and 
attract from the darkness around them those 
who were degraded. Jesus drank wine; Jesus 
had his fine suppers; Josus was somewhat am- 
bitious, and hence could never have become a 
disciple of. Budd oana was bora in a man 
get; poverty 
carpenter. Buddha, however, was kingly born; 
yet a divine mission was stamped upon his 
soul, as plainly as the beautiful tints upon the 

“pendant flower. The mamo given to him sigal- 
fled ‘brave and beauliful.“ Esch soul ls 
stamped, as it were, while ín the embryotlo 
condition; Columbus with the scenery of a 
new country; Mosart with the melody of music 
Falton with tho potency of steam; Demosthenes 
with emotions that bubbled up in eloquent 
strains of thought, and Buddha had his plastic 
nature, while In the queenly falry castle of his 
embryotic home, impressed with those feelings 
of tenderness for humanity, love of philosophy 
and hatred of caste that sver distinguished his

Hels 
a popular writer, yet avolds the besten track 
of those who have sought to “populariao eci 
ence,” by tho relation of astonishing facta and 
wonde?ful stories, He well remarks in the

THEODORE PARKER. 


He Occuplea the ‘Restrum at Grows 
Opera Hall, and Inspires Ara. Cora 
L. V. Tappan-Richmond.! 


Theodore Parker was the contrlling oplrit 
who inspired Mrs. Tappan-Richmond on Ban- 
day ovenlog, Der Sid. A large and enthusl- 
astio audience greeted tho speaker), and all 
seemed doeply interested in the eabiithe truths 
that fell from her lips. Tho dame of Theodore 
Parker is familiar to the people of America; 
the eoho of hia volca bas hardly yet died away 
In the bearta of the people, while the sentii 
ments be uttered still eU ns a flaming ‘fire to 
inspire and encourage Liberalists. 

Mr, Parker wazmaturally aggressive, Where. 
over he saw whatjho conceived to be an error, 
he vigorously attabked it, and his inflaenos on 
such occasions was always felt. As a lecturer 
he was always popular, and whenever he 
spoke, a radiating influence poemed to extend 
far and wide, offsetting to a greater or leas ex- 
tent, the opinions of the people. In Novem 
ber, 1859, his congregation, perhaps the most 
critical and intelligent that ever assembled In 
Boston to hear U “Gospel” preached, occa 
pled the great Music Hall, which was crowded 
every Banday. His health, however, Interfered 
withjhls ministrations, and he was compelled to. 
travel, in order to recuperate the same, In vari- 
ous parts of Europe, passing the Winter of 1609 
in Rome. In the&pring of 1860,he went to Flor 
ence, Italy, where he soon after died. Ho was 
buried in the cemeterx, outälde the walle, His 
library, consisting of more than 15,000 vol 
umes, be bequeathed to the City of Boston. It 
10 one of the glorious privileges of this cen- 
tary, that advanced spirits can return to earth, 


‘and through their chosen instramonts givo +x 
‘pression to thelr thoughta. Through Mrs. 


Tappan Richmond, Mr, Parker gavo expres 
alon to tho following eloquent thought 

I bavo to thank you frat for singing the 
hymn jast mng. It was my favorjte bymn 
when on carth during my ministration The 
forvor of {ts thought is taken from tho sorrow 
of buman life I know of no more beantifal 
or aimple melody. Tho aut Jet to-olght which 
I shal) taks into oomsideration, le the New 
Church, or the Now Religion.” I use the 
word religion, since church signifies not the 
spiritual, but the:exterral expresaion of relig- 
fon. From my{present stand-point in the 
| Bpirit-world, I wage no w ix past religions, 
I recognin6 the establlabed forms of religion of 
humanity; I-have been ostrecisad while in the 
tramimels of creed. Rollgion is one thing—the 
qnblime and lofty contemplation of truth ir 
one of the spiritual instrumentalitios of the 
soul; creeds, however, aro quite another thing. 
Between these two the soul is incessantly at, 
wer, and that which men call raligion, is no 
more than the ahell of it, 

Ofthe religions of the past, we know their 
history, and © the most of you can 
feel thelr influence in the world today. In 
nations, the infancy of the race ia depicted by 
its religion. Every race bas had its stages of 
religious experieiioe. Wo perceive that, st 
first, the religion of mankind was bratal— 
biighting to the senses, being a religion of 
that whichis external.

doors above Ulay. The girl le just 17 yeara of 
age, and until a few days ago enjoyed good 
health. On last Bsturday—yesterday a week 
ago—the was taken with + rashing of blood 
to the head, tho ¢ffecta of which resembled 
epilepsy or ts. Bne continued to grow worse, 
and Monday shp took her bod, and during the 
night, when jhe spasma came more frequent. 
ly, and eacn One eoveror tnan ita predecessor, 
the patient became delirious and did not re 
cover consciousness again. The sufferer con. 
tinued to grow worse till about seven o'clock 
Wedoesday, when she rapidly began to slok, 
and about gleven o'clocit al) signa of life were 
extinct. 

THe supposed corpse was dreased for the 
grave and placed in acr Ma during the efter - 
noon preparatory to burial, Bae remuped ln 
this condition till some of the family 
they mother of tigi sa of retarnfog life. 


The wother of girl and others pr 
ened to gather about the coffe; 
Heving that be could seo sonfething to Indicate 
resvecitation. Upon the advice of a physician 
the bxly was removed from the casket and 
placed on a lounge In front of tho fire, where 
it has remained since. 

At the time of thie writing, It is three days 
and six honra since respiration ceased, bol no 
fartner evidences of death have marked tho 
body. On the contrary, those who have watch- 
oll beside the girl seem to think that she la not 
doad, but ly log in atrance.

aWellod to nearly double thelr sigs, have also 
resumed thelr natura) proportions during the 
last thirty siz houra. 

D J.L Mason, the physician altéfding the 
patient in her iliness. is of the opinion that 
death, if death it is, resulted from — e 
species of epilepsy or Ota, He ls much purz 
over the strange aad unsccountable condition 
of the body, and is unable to give the case a 
aatisfactory solotion. Beveral physicians of 
the neighborhood and those of tho Olty Hos | 
pital have visited tho :M:cted family, hoping 
to resucitate the girl, but all resltoratives sp 
-plied thus far have proved unavalling. It is 
the opinion of many that if she wag really dead 
mortification weuld bave setl in ere this. The 
body la kept neara brisk fire, which would 
countersct the preserving tflacts of the cold 
wostbor. Tho motber of the giri, who has 
constantly watched by heralde, {a still hdpe 
ful that ber daughter will yot return to life. 
Bhe says that the body does not bavo that zen- 
sation to the tonch peculiar to dead bodies, and 
ahe is further strengthened in her hope by the 
fact that It is mot uniformly cold. 

The girl was of prepoteessing appearance, 
of modium height and sizs, dark hatr and dark 
complexion, and seemed to have been a great 
favorite of aN who know ber. s 

Beveral physicians on today proposo to ap- 
ply a galvanic ‘battery and test the virtue of 
that remedy as a moans of resuscitation.
